The history of the last, days of Pompeii 
is \er\ interesting. Sour correspon- 
dent 'has the pleasure of quoting as 
follows of the magnificent spectacle : 
"Those who wish to form an Idea 
of the busy life of ancient Pompeii 
must turn tO the glowing pages of 
Lord Lytton's immortal novel, " 1 he 

Last Days of Pompeii." But In or- 
der to better understand tne spectacle 

w Inch we produce, il will be well lor 

the spectator to imagine thai, as be 
sits faoing the gigantic panorama of 

the once fair city, which was the 
chosen residence of Pliny, be is him- 
self an ancient Poinpcian, invited to 
witness the festival held there annual- 
ly in honor of the roiddoss of lsis, 
whose temple, as already said, faces 
him. The day has been beautiful and 
serene, and only slight clouds id' 
smoke arise from the crater of the 
volcano. Arbaces, a rich Egyptian, 
In whose bouse the architecture of the 
land of lsis and Cleopatra, bathes its 
marble steps in the water to the right, 
has assumed by reason of bis great 

wealth a, leading and most influential 

position in Pompeii, and bas chosen 
the feast day of the -real Egyptian 

goddess, in order to daxxle not only 

tl yes of the fair Neapolitan, lone, 

with whom he is desperately in love 

with a display of bis wealth and 
power, but also lliose of bis fellow- 
citizens. 

A the performance begins, the 

streets lill with "the people,'' the po- 
pulace who arrive singly and in groups, 
m order to secure seats lo witness the 

gionS and festivities. Husbands 
and wives and little children mingle 
with tlowcr-irirls, refreshment-venders 
and priests, whilst lads and lassies 

v press about in search of places 
which command the best views of the 

.,t. Presently B trumpet is 
and al the "same time small 

flower-decked barges pass across the 
ornamental lake, and the prows of the 
galleys make there appearance, as 
from' under the triumphal arches a 
-roup of soldiers, with Standards and 

musical instruments, emerge and an- 
nounce Ibc coming of Arbaces. The 
soldiers are followed by negro slaves, 
holding up inscriptions and bannerets 
in honor of the powerful Egyptian. 

Then come priests in white robes ; 
next a number of dancing -iris and a 
senator, or 'member from Pompeii, 
with bis attendants ; next some ladies, 
and lastly a guard of honor in front of 
Arbaces, Who, clad in purple and -old 
walks under a canopy. 

This procession crosses the Stage 

and bows to the officials of the oity,
